HE enthufiaftick zeal-and great 

fervices of the Marquis de la 
Fayette, merita particular detail, At 
the age af nineteen he efpoufed the caufe 
of America, with ali the ardor which 
the moft generous philanthrephy could 
infpire. Ata very early period of the 
war, be determined te embark from his 
native country, for the United States. 
Before he could complete his intention, 
antelligence arrived in Europe, that the 
Mimerican infurgents, yeduced ta twe 
thoufand men, were flying through 
Fer fey before a Britifh force of thirty 
thoufand regulars, This nevss fo ef- 
Setually extinguifhed the little creat 
aubich America had it Lurepe, in the 
begining of the yrar 17775 that the 
eominniffioners of Congre/s at Parts, 
though they had previoufly encouraged 
bis praject, could net procure @ veffes 
to forivard his intentions, Under thefe 
eircum fan. es they thaught it but houeft 
ta difuade him from the prefent projecs- 
tien of bis perilous eaterprife. Lt wvas 
in vain they aded fo candid a part. 
The flame which America had kindled 
im his breaft, could not be extingut bed 
by her misfortunes. ** Hitherto,” faid

He accer- 
dingly embarked and arrived in Char- 
Sefton early in the year 1777- Congrefs 
soon conferred on him the rauk ef mager- 
general. He accepted the appointment, 
Sut wot cvithout evading tee conditions, 
avhich difplayed the elevation of bis 
foirit:: the one, that he foould ferve 
bis ewan eaxpence ; the other, that he 
fpowld begin his fervices asa volunteer, 
He was [son adpointed to command axa 
gwpeditics te Canada. The plan was

ca, he gave repeated proofs of bis milie 
tary talents in the middie and eafters 
feates ; but the events that took place 
under his command in Virginia, dcferve 
particular motice. Early in the year 
1781, while the war raged to the fouth- 
«ward of Firginia, the marquis dela 
Payette «vas detached on an expedition 
avainft Port{mouth, but bere bis ace 
tive zeal received a check, neo lefs fatal 
to his hopes than whea he was “ebliged 
te relinguifh the expedition to Canada. 
The engagement near the Ca pes of bg 
Chefapeat, betmeca the French chief 
A rjcadre d’Efeuctes, and the Britib 
admiral A; buthnot, which teok place 
on the fifth af March i17%1, defeated 
the enterprife. Uson this event we 
marched back te the bead of Elk, where 
be received an order from general Wah 
ingten te oppose geweral Pbilips, whe 
had joined general Arnold ai Pori|- 
mouth. Although the troops under Lis 
his command were in want of almef 
ewery th ng, he neverth: lefs proceeded 
with them te Baltimore.

Lu this manner was the 
capital of Virginia, at that oo filled 
with almof? all the military ores in 
the fate, faved from the mo fe eminent 
anger. The Britifs appeared the 
wext morning at Ql Tanchefler, suf op- 
FT ite to Richmond. The wo armies 
jurvey ed each other For fome time, and 
then general Phiitps, apprehending it 
to be too hazardous to attack the mar- 
quis de la Fayctte im his firong pofiti- 
very prudeutly retired. Such was 
the great fuperiority of numbers by the 
pom F ination Of the forces under general 
Arnold, general Ph: lips and lord Curn- 
‘fo fatal to all the fauthern 
fate would have been the conquefi of 
Virginta—that the marquis de la Fay- 
cite bad before him a labour of the laft 
configuence, and : 4 as preffe ed on all fides 
by inumerable diffi ficulties.

Ah, Sir! what a great pity is it, 
that you never faw my friend Haac? 
He would long fince have cuta cen. 
{picuous figure in all the print-thops 
mm =town-—When I come te give 
a defcription of his perfon—as I hal! 
do before I recount his amorous ad. 
ventures—how fhall EF with for your 
happy pencil, to exprefs in words! 
Geoffrey Gambado is, to be fure, a 
moft beautiful figure + but Ifaace 
Q Ifaac! whea thall [ forget thy 
fuperlative graces of perfon, aad 
happy peculiarity of manner ? 

Sir, my friend Haac had a very 
happy knack at ridicule ; and it was 
con{tantly his cuftom to deal muck 
in a certain article called irony: but, 
Sir, his irony was like yourse~it was 
neverill-natured. He laughed him. 
felf, and not only made other peo- 
ple laugh, but he made them wifer 
and betrer atthe fame time. Te 

irfon of the parifh allowed [faac’s 
jokes to be better than the beft {fer- 
mons, and to have much more effeé 
on, at leaft, four parifhioners out of 
fix. 

Hfaac had verv attentively ftudied 
Swift’s Advice to Servants; and, 
indeed, paffed many howrs —nor the 
mofl happy in his life,with the cele- 
brated author ; and he, infenfibly, 
as it were, got into a fimilar mole 
of expiefiing himfelf. To exerilé 
his talents the more, and to keep 
them in play, Ifaac was always wil 
ling to exchange fervants with fuch 
of his friends as happened to hav 
thofe whe were remarkable for the! 
ftupidity. He would preienily 
anatomize a man’s mind, and fi 
out his docile qualities ; whin h 
knew the nature and extent of chele 
his mode of cure was infallible 
did not, as many unfkilful matter 
do, make his fervant a butt of ridi- 
cule to thew his own wit.

{E Chongouice'on, and the 
'T Watdapawieain , dwell higher 
up, to the welt of the River St. 
Pierre, on plains chat, according to 
tecic account, are uobounded ; and 
probably terminate on the coalt of 
the Pacific Ocean. Tne Nauto- 
welhe nation, when unied, contitts 
of more thin two thoufand warriors. 
The Affin.ipails, wno revolted trom 
the, amount to abour three huo- 
dred; aud teagued with the Koilii- 
fiuves, live in a continual ttae 
of comity with the other eleven 
bands. 

As I proceeded up the River Sr. 
Pierre, aud had nearly reached the 
iace where thefe people were en- 
camped, I obferved two or three 
cmoes Coming down the ftream ; but 
no fooner had the fudians that were 
on board them aitcovered us, than 
they rowed toward the land, and 
leaping afhore with p ecipitation, 
left their canoes to float as the cur- 
rent drove them. Ina few minutes 
I perceived ,fome others ; who, as 
foon as they came in fight, followed, 
wi h equal {peed, the example of their 
countiymen. 

i now thought it neceffury to 
proceed with caution ; and therefore 
kept on the tide of the river oppofite 
to that on which the [Indians had 
landed. However, I fill continued 
my courfe, fatisfied that the pipe of 
peace, which was fixed at the head 
of my canoe, an* the Englith col- 
Ours that wese flying at tne ttern, 
would prove my fecurity. After 
rowing about half a mile farther, in 
turning a pomt, I difcovered a great 
umber of tents, and more than a 
thoufand Indians, at a little diftance 
from the fhore. Being now nearly 
oppofite to them, I ordered my mcn 
to pull directly ever, as I was willing 
toconvince the Indians by fuch a 
fep, that { placed tome confidence 
in them, 

As foon as I had reached the 
land, two of the chiefs prefented thei: 
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hands to me, and led me, amidft the 
aftonifhed multitude, who had moft 
of chem never feen a white man be- 
fore, toatent. Tato this we en- 
tered, and according to the cuftom 
that univertally prevails among 
every Indian nation, begin to 
fmoke the pipe of p ace. We had 
not iat long before the cowd bee 
came fo great, borh around, and 
upon the’tent, tharwe were in dane 
gel of being crufhed by its fall. On 
this we returned to the plain, wheie, 
having gratified the curtolity of the 
common people, their wonder abated, 
and ever afier they treated me with 
Hieal retpect. 

From the chiefs I met with the 
mast triendly and hoipitable recep. 
tion ; whichinduced me, as the fea- 
fon was io far advanced, to take up 
my rejidence among them du iug 
the winter. To render my ftay as 
comfortable as poflible, I fictt en- 
deavoured to leain their language. 
This I toon did, {o as io make my- 
felf perfectly intelligible, having 
before acquired jome iligat know- 
ledge of the language of  thofe 
Indians that lived on the back of 
the fettlement ; and in confequence 
met with every accommodation their 
manuer of liviug would afford. Nor 
did I want for tuch amufements as 
tended to make fo long a period 
pais cheerfully away. IL trequent- 
ly hunted with them ; and at other 
times beheld with pleafure their re- 
creations and pattimes,’which I fhall 
defjeiibe hereafter, 

Sometimes I fat with the chiefs, 
and whilit we imoaked the friendly 
pipe, entertamed them, in reiura 
for the accounts they gave me of 
their wars and excurfions, with a 
narrative of my own adventures, and 
a deferip ion of allthe baitles fought 
berween the Englifl and French in 
Ameyica, in many of which I had a 
pofunal fhare. They always paid 
great attention ta my details, and 
afked many pertinent queflions rela- 
tive to the Kuropean methods of 
making war.

their bands. On this ocesfion I 
mace the following fpeech, vhich I 
infert to give my readers a |} ecimen 
of the langv ge and manne in-which 
it is neceflarv to sddrets the Incr 
ans, lo as to engaze their atrentiod, 
and to render the fpeaker’s expre 
fens contouant to ihe ideas.

Thenuimn- 
ber of whole warriors are equal to 
the trees in the vallies, the 
rice in yonder marfhes, or the blades 
of gr afs on your great plains, W ho 
has hund:ecds of canoes of his own, 
of fa h awazing bignets, that all 
the waers in your countiy would 
not fufice for one of chem to iwim 
la;each of which have guns, not 
imalllike mine, which you fee be- 
bar of juch magoruie, 
that an hundred of your ttoureit 
joug men would with difficuiry be 
wie carry one.

In a certain part of the world, itt 
held that women have no fouls ! aad 
did Pruffia’s monarch find difg:ace 
for the rapes of Dvelden fare vet 
women all the world over, allowed 
tobe fubtervient for the uies of tke 
Lords of the creation ? what ts feduice 
tion ? ~efk Chefterfield— only gen'< 
force ; for writers teach that women 
are firit outrageous, and then recon 
ciled. After thi deliberation, Au 
matos watched his oppostulsty ale 
ViOlated his puctt ! 
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A life-guard man belonging to the 
Pope, fell in with Automatos—they 
fhared their liquor—they warmed, 
in difcourfe, and at laft wrangled, 
Automatos happened to fpeak dif- 
refpectful of the Pope’s great toe— 
the life-guard man returned a manu- 
al reply.

propofed to the Ambaf- 
fadors’ wives and me to go and 
fee the Captain Pacha’s coun- 
try feat ; accordingly we fet 
out with feveral carriages, and 
about a league from Conftan- 
tinople, towards Romelia, we 
arrived there. The houfe and 
plantations about it are new 
and ‘rregular. The Ambaffa- 
dors and the reft of the male 
party were fuffered to walk in 
the garden; but the Minifters’ 
wives and my(elf were fhewn 
into a feparate building from 
the houfe, where the ground 
floor was made to containa 
great quantity of water, and 
looked like a large clean cif- 
tern, We were then led up 
ftairs, and upon the tanding 
place, which was circular, the 
doors of feveral rooms were 
open. In fome there was no- 
thing to bh. feen, in others two 
or three women fitting clofe 
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together ; in one, a pretty 
young women, with a great 
quantity of jewels on her tur- 
ban, was fitting almoft in the 
lap of a frightful negro woman, 
We were told fhe was the 
Captain Pacha’s -fifter-in-liw, 
She looked at us with imuch 
furprize ; and at laft, with 
great fear, threw herfelf into 
the arms of the black woman, 
as if to hide herfelf. We 
were called away intoa larger 

room than any we had fen, 

where the Captain Pacha’s 
wife, a middle-aged woman, 
dreffed with ‘great magnifici- 
ence, received us with much 
politenels. Many women were 
with her, and fhe had by a 
little girl, dreffed as magnifici- 
ently as herfelf, her adopted 
child. She mide anexcule for 
not rec iving us at the door, 
as fhe was dining with her hut- 
band when we arrived, Coffee, 
fherbet and fweetmeats were 
ordered, and we bhaltened to 
take cur leave, as our cavaliers 
were cooling their heels in the 
earden, 

You can conceive noching 
fo neat and clean to all appear- 
ance as the Interior of this 
Harem ; the Aoors and paf- 
fages are covered with matting 
of a clofe and Mrong kind ; the 
colour of the raw, or reeds 
with which they are made, is 
a pale ftraw. ‘The rooms’ had 


no other fur rn.ture than the 
‘ufhions, which | ned the whole 
room, and thofe, wit 


_ the cur- 


tains where of white linen. Ags 
the Turks never come inig 
the room, either men nor wo. 
men, with the flippers they 
walk abroad with, there is not 
a {peck of fand or dirt withia 
doors. I 6m  femmelette 
enough to have taken particular 
notice of the drets, which, if 
female envy did not f: poil 
every thing in the world of 
women, would be graceful; it 
confifts of a petticoat and veft, 
over which 1s worn a robe with 
fhort fleeves : the one belosg- 
ing ta the lady of the houle was 
of fatin, embroidered richly with 
the fineft colours, gold and 
diamoncas ; a girdle under that, 
with two circles of jewels in 
front, asd from this girdle 
hanes a an embro! dered Hankér 
chief, 

A Turban, with a profufion 
of diamonds and pearls : eee 
to weigh this laucy’s head 
down ; but what fpoiled "sha 
whole was a piece of ermine, 
that probably was originally 
only a cape; but each woman 
increafing the fize of it, in 
order to be mere magnificent 
than her neighbour, they now 
have it like a great (quare plal- 
ter that comes Gown to the 
hips—and thefe fimple, ignor- 
ant beings, do not tee that it 
disfigures the tout enfemble of 
a beautiful drefs. The hair is 
feperated in many fimall braids 
hanging down the back, or 
tied t up to the point of the tur- 
ban on the outfide.

HEN one morning, totheir 
inexpreflable fatisfaétion,
